Powell: N. Korea Blast Not Nuke 


SEOUL, SOUTH KOREA I Ahuge mushroom cloud 
that reportedly billowed up from North Korea 
was not caused by a nuclear explosion, South 
Korean and U.S. officials said Sunday, but they 
said the cause remained a mystery. 

Secretary of State Colin Powell confirmed 
that unusual activity had recently been detect- 
ed at some of North Korea’s atomic sites, but 
said there was no concrete evidence the North’s 
secretive communist regime was preparing 
for its first nuclear test explosion. 

The South Korean news agency Yonhap 
reported Sunday that a mammoth explosion 


in North Korea produced a mushroom cloud 
more than 2 miles across on Thursday. It said 
the blast was stronger than an April explo- 
sion that killed I60 people at a North Korean 
railway station when a train carrying oil and 
chemicals apparently hit power lines. 

Thursday was the anniversary of North 
Korea’s founding on Sept. 9, 1948 — a date 
North Korean leader Kim Jong II uses to stage 
events designed to bolster loyalty among his 
countrymen. Experts have speculated North 
Korea might use such a major anniversary to 
conduct a nuclear-related test, (ap) 


Baghdad 
Erupts in 
Violence 

A1 Qaeda-linked militants 
elaim eoordinated attacks 

BAGHDAD, IRAQ I Insurgents hammered cen- 
tral Baghdad on Sunday with one of their most 
intense mortar and rocket barrages ever in the 
heart of the capital, heralding a day of violence 
that killed nearly 60 people nationwide as secu- 
rity appeared to spiral out of control. 

At least 37 people were killed in Baghdad 
alone. Many of them died when aU.S. helicop- 
ter fired on a disabled U.S. Bradley fighting 
vehicle as Iraqis swarmed around it, cheer- 
ing, throwing stones and waving the black 
and yellow sunburst ban- 
ner of Iraq’s most-feared 
terror organization. 

The dead from the heli- 
copter strike included Arab 
television reporter Mazen 
al-Tumeizi, who screamed, 

“I’m dying. I’m dying,” as 
a cameraman recorded 
the chaotic scene. An Iraqi cameraman 
working for the Reuters news agency and 
an Iraqi freelance photographer for Getty 
Images were wounded. 

Across the country, the death toll Sunday 
was at least 59, according to figures from the 
Health Ministry, the Multinational Force 
command and local authorities. Nearly 
200 people were wounded, more than half 
of them in Baghdad. 

Tawhid and Jihad, a militant group linked 
to al Qaeda and led by Jordanian terror mas- 
termind Abu Musab al-Zarqawi, said it car- 
ried out Sunday’s attacks in Baghdad. In an 
Internet statement, the group boasted that it 
possesses the “capability to surprise the enemy 
and hit its strategic installations at the right

Ivan May Spare Fla. Keys 


Hurricane could still impact state’s west coast 


KEY WEST, FLA. I The only whoosh- 
ing sound Hurricane Ivan stirred 
in the Keys and populous South 
Florida on Sunday was a sigh of 
relief from residents no longer 
fearful the 150 -mph storm would 
make a direct hit. 

But even as Ivan veered west on 
a course that would take it away 
from the island chain and Florida’s 
east coast, forecasters warned that 
the state, already slammed by two 
powerful hurricanes in a month, 
was not out of the woods yet. 


Ivan’s forecast track across the 
eastern Gulf of Mexico could take 
it ashore on the Florida Panhandle, 
which took a glancing blow from 
Hurricane Frances, or parts of the 
state’s west coast that are recover- 
ing from Hurricane Charley. 

“It’s creepy,” said Amanda 
Morrow, sipping frozen coffee at 
a Tampa restaurant that still had 
windows boarded up against the 
earlier storms. “No one knows 
where it’s going to go. That’s what 
is stressful.” 


Ivan, blamed for at least 60 
deaths and hundreds of injuries as 
it roared across Caribbean island 
nations, was expected to pass near 
or over the western tip of Cuba — 
possibly as an intensified Category 
5 storm — sometime Monday. 

Farther north, in the Florida 
Panhandle, some residents boarded 
up their homes Sunday. But others 
may have hesitated after Hurricane 
Frances, the second of the storms 
that struck the Florida peninsula, 
threatened the region last week but 
limped through without causing 
major problems.

U.S. Crime 
Rate Holds 
Steady 

Justice Dept, report: 
victim surveys show 
continuing decline 

WASHINGTON | The United States’ 
crime rate last year held steady at 
the lowest levels since the govern- 
ment began surveying crime victims 
in 1973, the Justice Department 
reported Sunday. 

The study was the latest con- 
tribution to a decade-long trend 
in which violent crime as mea- 
sured by victim surveys has fallen 
by 55 percent and property crime 
by 49 percent. 

“The rates are the lowest experi- 
enced in the last 30 years,” Justice 
Department statistician Shannan 
Catalona said in the report. “Crime 
rates have stabilized.” 

The 2003 violent crime rate — 
assault, sexual assault and armed 
robbery — stood at 22.6 victims 
for every 1,000 people age 12 and 
older. That amounts to about one 
violent crime victim for every 44 
U.S. residents. 

By comparison, there were 23 
violent crime victims per 1,000 peo- 
ple in 2002. CURT ANDERSON (AP)

Amateurs Ponder a Hurricane Cure 


From fans to nuclear 
weapons, ideas abound 
to spare Florida’s coast 

JACKSONVILLE, FLA. | Amateur 
hurricane -busters have come up 
with any number of unusual ideas 
to spare Florida from ferocious 
storms. Among them: blowing 
hurricanes away with giant fans 
or blowing them up with nuclear 
warheads. 

Even the federal government got 
into the act, with three decades of 
ill-fated research called “Project 
Stormfury” before shelving the 


idea of weather modification in 
the 1980s. 

But dozens of ideas continue 
to crop up among weather wonks. 
Suggestions have included coat- 
ing the surface of the water with 
olive oil; towing an iceberg down 
to Florida to cool down the water 
temperature; or building large fans 
to blow away storms. 

By far the most outlandish pro- 
posal, and one of the most recur- 
rent, was the idea to use a nuclear 
warhead to blow a hurricane out 
of the water. 

Still, one South Florida busi- 
nessman thinks he has a winning 


idea — flying a Boeing 747 into the 
monster storm, where it would hit it 
with tons of super absorbent pow- 
der, literally sucking it dry and 
breaking it apart. 

Peter Cordani, chief operating 
officer of Dyn-O-Mat, a company 
that sells environmental absorbent 
products, thinks he can knock down 
a storm by one or two categories. 

The government suggests that 
amateur hurricane busters focus 
their energy on more realistic goals 
— enforcing building codes, educat- 
ing the public about preparedness 
and helping poorer nations prepare 
for the storms, ron word (ap) 


Ohio Apartment Fire Kills 10 People 


COLUMBUS, OHIO I Asuspected arson 
fire raced through an apartment 
complex in suburban Columbus 
on Sunday, killing 10 people who 
lived in the same apartment and 
forcing others to jump from third- 
story windows to escape. 

At least 53 people were left 
homeless by the blaze in Prairie 
Township, which destroyed the 
building’s roof and third floor, 
melted siding and left its wooden 
skeleton exposed. 


The fire came just six weeks 
after three fires were set in the 
same building in an empty apart- 
ment and hallway, said Fire Chief 
Steve Feustel. There were no sus- 
pects in Sunday’s fire, he said. 

The victims, including a child, 
lived on the third floor and tried to 
escape, Feustel said. 

Two people, including a woman 
who jumped from a window, were 
treated and released from a hospital, 
a nursing supervisor said, (ap)

Assault Weapon 
Ban Reaches Its 
Expiration Date 

SAN FRANCISCO I Ten years after it 
was born out of the carnage of three 
California mass shootings, the fed- 
eral assault weapons ban is fading 
out of existence Monday. 

The bill was set to expire exact- 
ly 10 years after it was signed, if it 
wasn’t renewed by Congress. 

Studies done by pro- and anti- 
gun groups as well as the Justice 
Department show conflicting 
results on whether the ban helped 
reduce crime. 

Loopholes allowed manufac- 
turers to keep many weapons on 
the market. 

California and other states, 
including Massachusetts and New 
York, have passed their own laws 
curbing the use of assault weap- 
ons. (AP) 


Injured GIs, Families Face Long Road 


Relatives help soldiers 
wounded in Iraq war 
handle rehabilitation 

WASHINGTON I Heather Pepper 
pulls a cigarette out of her hus- 
band’s pack, lights it and takes a 
drag to get it burning. 

“Here, honey,” she says, holding 
it in front of Staff Sgt. Jason Pepper, 
27, and moving an ashtray to a spot 
near him on the table. His face and 
his blank eyes turn toward her, his 
hand groping the air to find hers. 

Blinded four months ago by a 
roadside explosion in Iraq, Pepper is 
almost completely dependent on his 
wife. She helps him bathe, dress and 
eat. When he walks, he holds her 
shoulders, shuffling along behind 
her. She has become his eyes. 

Nearly 7,000 men and women

have been injured since fighting 
broke out in Iraq in 2003, more than 
half wounded badly enough that they 
could not return to duty. Many are 
sent to Walter Reed in Washington 
or the National Naval Medical Center 
in nearby Bethesda, Md. 


They undergo surgeries, rebuild 
withered muscles and learn to use 
artificial limbs. Their days become 
structured around doctors’ visits 
and therapy sessions. 

It is a stressful time for the sol- 
diers, who struggle to recover from 


their injuries and often worry about 
the future. It can be equally hard on 
their relatives, many of whom put 
their lives on hold to spend months 
at the hospital. 

Many came to Walter Reed on 
just a few days’ notice and have been 
there since. Some have quit jobs, 
left children behind with relatives 
and even risked losing a home to 
be there. 

Jason Pepper is gradually learn- 
ing to do small things for himself, 
like make his breakfast and shower 
by himself Doctors have given him 
a prosthetic eye and he is awaiting a 
second. But Heather still has to be 
with him at almost all times. 

“If she wasn’t here to support me. 
I’d probably still be in the hospital,” 
said Pepper, between puffs on his 
cigarette. “She’s my everything right

Ivan Batters Caymans, Aims for Cuba 



No deaths reported as 
hurricane’s 150 -mph 
winds whip islands 

GEORGE TOWN, CAYMAN ISLANDS I 
Hurricane Ivan battered the 
Cayman Islands with ferocious 
150 -mph winds Sunday, flooding 
homes, ripping off roofs and top- 
pling trees three stories tall as its 
powerful eye thundered past just 
offshore. 

Ivan has killed at least 60 peo- 
ple across the Caribbean and was 
expected to strike western Cuba, 
where residents have dubbed 
the storm “Ivan the Terrible,” on 
Monday. More than 1 million 
Cubans were evacuated from 
their homes. 

The storm also could brush the 
Florida Keys and parts of Florida’s 
Gulf Coast. Mexico issued a hur- 
ricane watch and tropical storm 
warning for the northeastern 
Yucatan Peninsula. 

The hurricane, which grew to 
the most powerful Category 5 with 
165 mph winds Saturday, lost some 
strength before tearing into the 
wealthy Cayman Islands chain, a 
popular scuba diving destination 
and banking center. 

High winds prevented officials 


from assessing damage immedi- 
ately. But Donnie Ebanks, deputy 
chairman of the British territory’s 
National Hurricane Committee, 
estimated that as many as half 
of Grand Cayman’s 15,000 homes 
were damaged. 

The Cayman Islands were better 
prepared for the punishment than 
Grenada and Jamaica, which were

Violence in 
Iraq Could 
Delay Vote 

Foreign minister says 
country still aiming to 
hold January elections 

CAIRO, EGYPT I Iraqi Foreign Minister 
Hoshyar Zebari said Sunday that the 
level of security in his country will 
dictate if national elections go ahead 
as scheduled in January. 

Zebari spoke to reporters in 
Cairo after meeting Egyptian coun- 
terpart Ahmed Aboul Gheit on a day 
when violence swept across Iraq, 
killing nearly 60 people nationwide 
and 37 in Baghdad alone. 

The violence underscored the 
tough task Iraqi officials face to 
stage elections across the country, 
several parts of which have fallen 
into the hands of insurgents. 

“We think that elections can be 
held in Iraq,” Zebari said. 

In Cairo ahead of atwo-day Arab 
League foreign ministers meeting 
starting Tuesday, Zebari said prepa- 
rations for the polls, plus a national 
census, are under way. 

“But the timetable really depends 
at the end of the day on the security 
situation,” he said, (ap) 


Sharon Drubs Critics of Gaza Pullout

JERUSALEMI Israeli Prime Minister 
Ariel Sharon lashed out Sunday 
against what he called growing 
incitement toward violence by 
opponents of his Gaza Strip with- 
drawal plan, while thousands of 
Jewish settlers and their support- 
ers gathered here to protest the pro- 
posed pullout. 

Sharon’s comments, and the dem- 
onstration later in Jerusalem’s Zion 
Square, came amid escalating pas- 
sions over the plan to remove Jewish 
residents and Israeli soldiers from 
the Gaza Strip and a portion of the 
West Bank by late next year. 

Sharon’s plan calls for evacuat- 
ing all 21 Gaza Strip settlements and 
four in the West Bank. About 7,500 
Jewish settlers live among 1.3 million 
Palestinians in Gaza, and protect- 


ing them has been costly for Israel 
in terms of lives and money. 

“We have seen a severe campaign 
of incitement, with intentional calls 
for civil war. I see this as very seri- 


ous,” Sharon said, opening the weekly 
Cabinet meeting. He urged authori- 
ties to “take all the necessary steps” 
to curb language meant to incite.

U.S. Envoy Offers 
Support to Syria 
In Sealing Border 

CAIRO, EGYPT I A U.S. envoy on a 
Middle East tour said Sunday that 
America has suggested having its 
military experts work alongside 
Syrians to stop militants from cross- 
ing the Syrian-Iraqi border, an offer 
of cooperation between two coun- 
tries whose relations have soured. 

The suggestion by Assistant 
Secretary of State William Burns, 
who heads the Middle East Bureau, 
came one day after he urged Syrian

his country’s 20,000 troops from 
Lebanon and stop interfering in 
internal Lebanese affairs. 

Last week, a divided U.N. Security 
Council passed a resolution pushed 
by Washington demanding foreign 
forces leave Lebanon and presiden- 
tial elections be held.

U.S. Airways Files 
For Bankruptcy 


ARLINGTON, VA. | US Airways Group 
Inc., the nation’s seventh-largest air- 
line, filed for bankruptcy protec- 
tion Sunday for the second time in 
two years. 

The company’s president and 
chief executive, Bruce Lakefield, 
vowed to continue restructuring 
the airline into a low-cost carrier 
during the bankruptcy process. 

The filing in U.S. Bankruptcy 
Court in Alexandria came after US 
Airways was unable to obtain $800 
million in annual cost cuts from its 
workers’ unions that the airline said 
it needed to stay afloat. 


US Airways said Sunday that it 
has an agreement in place with the 
government and with other lenders 
to use some of its cash reserves to 
continue operations while in bank- 
ruptcy. In its filing, the company 
listed $8.8 billion in assets and $8.7 
billion in liabilities. 

A bankruptcy court hearing was 
scheduled for Monday. 

US Airways said customers 
would notice no operational changes 
as a result of the bankruptcy and 
that it will seek permission to con- 
tinue its frequent flyer program.

DATA I Leaving your CDs or DVDs 
lying around is hardly good for 
them. But you’re not alone, or 
startup d-skin LLC wouldn’t be 
bringing out a “skin” for optical 
discs. This thin sheet of clear 
plastic grabs on to the edges of 
the disc and protects the play- 
ing surface. 

Crucially, you can leave it on 
when you insert the disc in the 
player — the laser pickup shines 
right through the “skin.” 

When you’re finished playing the 
disc, you can leave it lying around 
in good conscience, saving you the 
15 seconds it would take to put it 
back in the case. It works with 


audio CDs, movie DVDs and the 
various CD and DVD formats for 
computer use. 

Clearly, d-skin sees a sizable 
market of lazy slobs out there, 
each willing to pay $5.99 for five 
skins. 

Damage a skin, and simply 
replace it with another. If you’re 
careless you may find your- 
self switching skins quite often, 
because the skins appear more 
sensitive to scratches than the discs 
themselves, peter svensson (ap)

Luxembourg-based Skype 
displayed its software for Pocket 
PC-based handheld computers 
that lets anyone in a Wi-Fi cloud 
make a free Internet voice call to 
other Skype users. 

Company founder Niklas 
Zennstrom called from Europe 
and the audio quality was at least 
as clear as any landline phone ser- 
vice. A Palm OS version is promised 
for next month, and the handheld 
software also supports the paid 
SkypeOut service (2 cents per 
minute for U.S. calls) for connect- 
ing with traditional phones world- 
wide.

Gwyneth Paltrow 
prepares for takeoff 
in retro ‘Sky Captain’ 

PERSONALITY I Having success- 
fully tackled comedy and drama, 
Oscar-winning actress Gwyneth 
Paltrow embarks on her first action- 
adventure film, “Sky Captain and 
the World of Tomorrow,” opening 
Friday. 

Shot in a retro -futuristic style, 
“Sky Captain” is an effects -laden 
spectacle that combines live action 
with computer-generated back- 
grounds. 

Paltrow plays an intrepid photo- 
journalist who accompanies an ace 
aviator on his mission to prevent an 
evil mastermind from destroying 
the world using gargantuan killer 
robots. Though in color, the film 
has a soft, sepia-tone quality. The 
art- deco setting is reminiscent of 
“Metropolis” and the dialogue is pat- 
terned after the lingo of the 1930s 
and 1940s. 

Paltrow describes her character, 
Polly Perkins, as “sassy,” “sneaky”

and “kind of out for herself in that 
broad sort of way.” Polly is also 
stylish and smooth-talking, much 
like heroines played by Katharine 
Hepburn and Rosalind Russell. 

For years, the 31-year-old actress 
eschewed action roles because, she 
says, she wasn’t interested in doing 
them. Yet she found something 
tempting and fresh about “Sky 
Captain,” a takeoff on the black- 
and-white serials of the 1930s and 
the brainchild of newcomer Kerry 
Conran, who pitched the idea to 
producers with a six- minute short 
he made in his home studio. (It will 
show up on the film’s DVD.) 

“I could tell from the short it was 
going to be extraordinary looking,” 
said Paltrow, though she admits not 
knowing much about the old seri- 
als and comic books from which the 
film draws its inspiration. “I’m a 
girl,” she explained. 

Performing entirely on a sound- 
stage in front of a blue screen where 
props and scenery were absent was 
tricky, and Paltrow admits she was 
a little concerned during produc- 
tion about the look of the finished 
product. 

“We would get hysterical with 
laughter after hearing ourselves 
ask questions like, ‘How big is the 
robot I’m looking at?’ and things 
like that,” recalled the actress. “But

M U S I C I Listening to the uninhibited 
blues of the Black Keys, one ques- 
tion runs through your head again 
and again: This is two white guys 
from the Midwest? 

The band’s third album, “Rubber 
Factory,” comes, as their last did, on 
Fat Possum, a label known for min- 
ing nearly forgotten blues men from 
the Mississippi Delta. Guitarist and 
singer Dan Auerbach and gangly, 
bespectacled drummer Patrick 
Carney, however, are twentysome- 
things from Akron, Ohio. 

But their three -minute songs 
of greasy stomp and raw blues is 
authentic. While two-person bands 
are in vogue and neo-blues is all the 
rage. The Keys simply are electrified 


blues, sans the retro fitting. 

Auerbach’s primal howl comes 
from wherever John Lee Hooker and 
Muddy Waters got theirs. This is the 
kind of CD where one of five instru- 
ments credited is “hand claps.” 

The range of a two -man blues 
band, though, is limited. All the bent 
notes and groans can lose some of 
their lightning effect. 

“The Lengths” is a bluesy ballad 
that may make you resign yourself 
to a happy life on the porch forever. 
The effect is similar on a cover of 
the Kinks’ “Act Nice and Gentle.” 
And a word has to be said about the 
bridge to “Grown So Ugly,” a cover of 
a Robert Pete Williams song. The 30

Agony of the Invincibles 


DC’s comic-book 
heroes must undergo 
a trial by kryptonite 

COMICS I Superheroes die all the 
time. Capes fall and refill again, 
and crimefighting goes on. So 
what’s the worst thing that could 
happen to a crusader? 

A seven-part DC Comics series 
has become a best seller by answer- 
ing that question brutally: Kill off 
a hero’s wife. 

That is the central story of 
“Identity Crisis,” now reaching 
its fourth installment, which puts 
Batman, Superman, the Flash, 
Wonder Woman and other char- 


acters through emotional hell. 

The story line has electrified 
comics readers by immersing the 
Man of Steel, the Caped Crusader 
and their fellow good guys in pain, 
guilt, anger, fear and realistic vio- 
lence and consequences. 

Could these icons of righteous- 
ness sometimes commit horrible 
wrongs in pursuit of good? Comics 
fans either adore “Identity Crisis” 
or consider it heresy. Either way, it’s 
the No. 1 comic in the world. 

The story begins with a well- 
known woman from the DC Comics 
universe being raped and murdered: 
Sue Dibny, the non-superpow- 
ered wife of Justice League hero 
Elongated Man. 



Both the appeal and the outrage 
of the comic series is the way it alters 
the characters’ lore. 

“Identity Crisis” writer Brad 
Meltzer said a single realistic death 
in all its brutality could have more 
resonance in his story as the con- 
sequences unfold. 

D.C. editors say any future story 
featuring the Elongated Man has 
to reflect his newfound suffering. 
Similarly, the morally questionable 
investigative methods of Hawkman, 
the Green Arrow and the Flash in 
“Identity Crisis” will reverberate 
throughout their own books. 

“I had the belief that our char- 
acters really have to be forced to 
examine what their desires and 
motivations are,” said Dan DiDio, 
DC Comics editor. “Why do they 
have that need to put their lives at 
risk above the lives of their own

Lyricist Fred Ebb Dies at 76 


APPRECIATION | Fred Ebb, who 
wrote the lyrics for such hit 
Broadway musicals as “Chicago” 
and “Cabaret” as well as the big- 
city anthem “New York, New York,” 
has died of a heart attack. 

Ebb died Saturday at his home, 
said David McKeown, an assistant 
to composer John Kander, Ebb’s 


longtime collaborator. The lyri- 
cist, famously coy about his age, 
was believed to be 76. 

With Kander, Ebb wrote the 
scores for 11 Broadway musicals, 
many of them for such leading 
ladies as Gwen Verdon, Chita 
Rivera, Liza Minnelli and Lauren 
Bacall. Minnelli was a particular 


favorite of the songwriting team; 
over the years, the duo created spe- 
cial material for the performer’s solo 
appearances on Broadway and on 
television specials. 

Among the other musicals 
Kander and Ebb wrote during their 
four decades of collaboration were 
“Kiss of the Spider Woman” (1993),

“New York, New York” was writ- 
ten for the 1977 Martin Scorcese 
film of the same name, starring 
Minnelli and Robert De Niro.

REDSKINS I The emotions were 
churning on the eve of Joe Gibbs’ 
first opener in 12 years, for both the 
coach and his family. 

“Good gosh! I don’t know when 
I’ve ever wanted one like this,” Gibbs 
recalled his wife as saying. 

Pat Gibbs must have been a ner- 
vous wreck in the fourth quarter, 
when the score was still tied. An 
interception by Antonio Pierce 
turned the momentum, however, 
and the Washington Redskins beat 
the Tampa Bay Buccaneers 16-10 
Sunday to welcome the Hall of Fame 
coach back to the NFL. 

Gibbs pointed to the crowd and 
gave a thumbs-up sign before head- 
ing into the tunnel after the final 
whistle in game in which his offense 
reached the end zone just once: on 
a 64 -yard run by Clinton Portis on 
his first carry with the Redskins. 
Otherwise, the game was decided 
by an aggressive game plan from 
assistant coach Gregg Williams, 
to whom Gibbs has given com- 
plete control of the defense. 

The Redskins held the Bugs with- 
out an offensive touchdown for the 


game and without a first down until 
midway through the second quar- 
ter. Two of Washington’s three field 
goals were set up by turnovers. 

Tampa Bay finished with 169 
total yards, including just 30 
rushing. 

Gibbs led the Redskins to three 
Super Bowl titles in his first stint 


with the team from 1981-92, and 
it appeared the old magic was still 
there when his team dominated the 
first half But Washington’s offense 
began to sputter, and it took John 
Hall’s 30 -yard field goal with 8:55 
to break a 10-10 tie. Hall added a 
34 -yard field goal with 16 seconds 
to play. 


Portis finished with 148 yards, 
and his touchdown was a thing of 
beauty from Gibbs’ bag of tricks: 
A counter play that suckered the 
Buccaneers defense the wrong way. 
Portis took one step to the left, then 
headed for daylight.

The greens were boiled, sauteed 
with onion and garlic, dashed with 
red chili salsa and stuffed into a 
blue-corn tortilla, and Chicago chef 
Rick Bayless found them “incred- 
ibly delicious.” Most find them in 
their back yards. 

The greens — also known 
as lamb’s quarters, or quelites in 
Mexico, where Bayless sampled 
them — are “one of the major 
weeds here in the Midwest,” he 
discovered. 

When Bayless contacted afarmer 
about buying the greens, the farmer 
“couldn’t understand why we would 
want the stuff — until we cooked 
them up, and then they couldn’t 
believe how delicious they were,” 
Bayless recalled. 

Today, Bayless buys up to about 
50 pounds of them each week at 
$8 a pound for his restaurants in 



Books, $40), Deborah Madison 
mentions weeds’ nutrition — she 
writes that purslane and lamb’s 
quarters are not only delicious but 
are endowed with antioxidant vita- 
mins C and E, beta carotene and 
other protective substances. 

“If you have a garden, chanc- 
es are you already are growing 
purslane and lamb’s -quarters,”

she writes. “Instead of weeding 
them out, try mixing them in a 
salad.” 

Henry Brockman, a farm- 
er in Congerville, 111., said the 
people who buy his wild greens 
tend to be more upscale consum- 
ers. Brockman farms dandelions, 
stinging nettles, purslane, ama- 
ranth — “otherwise known as 
pigweed” — and lamb’s quarters 
that sprout up each year whether 
he likes it or not. 

Brockman is particularly fond 
of lamb’s quarters, which can be 
eaten raw in salads when they’re 
very small, cooked like spinach, or 
added to soups. 

“I look at them not as weeds, 
but as food,” he said. 

The use of the word “weed” is 
often arbitrary, with its application

often depending on who’s plucking 
the plant from the garden. 

“A weed is not really a defined 
term,” Peter Brave, a restaurant 
owner in Little Rock, Ark., said.

“I imagine that 90 percent of the 
people who are getting it don’t even 
knowthey’re eating weeds. We prob- 
ably want to keep it that way,” Brave

The Post’s CHRISTOPHER MUSTE and RICHARD MORIN were online Friday to dis- 
cuss the latest Washington Post/ABC News poll | washingtonpost.com/liveonline 


What did you find when you looked 
at battleground states vs. the 
national results? And what does the 
gender gap look like post-conven- 
tion? Did more women switch from 
Kerry to Bush? 

MORIN: Bush had a four-point 
advantage among likely voters in 
19 battleground states, about half 
his lead nationally. Bush did better 
among women in this survey than a 
month ago, but Bush did even bet- 
ter among men, resulting in an 18- 
point gender gap. A majority of men 
are still voting for Bush while most 
women still favor Kerry. 

Isn’t it too close to the Republican 
convention to accurately poll? 

Aren’t we still in the post conven- 
tion “glow”? 

MORIN: Yes, the last poll absolute- 
ly was affected by the GOP conven- 
tion, just as our post-Democratic 
convention poll was influenced by 
what happened in Boston. But we 
wanted to measure the effects of the 
Democratic and Republican conven- 
tions on voter attitudes. We know 
this will change, and we intend to 
track this change. 


So watch the Post. Lots more 
polls to come.

Hidden Cost of Hybrids 

AM I THE ONLY READER who saw a 

connection between the “D.C. Takes 
Bronze for Bad Traffic” and “Hybrids 
Hustle in HOV” on Sept. 8? The for- 
mer noted that the average D.C.-area 


commuter loses 67 hours a year in 
snarled traffic. The latter reported 
that, of 1-95 HOV traffic sampled 
last spring, 8 percent of cars were 
hybrids, which Virginia allows in the 
HOV lanes regardless of the number 
of occupants. If those hybrid drivers 
once drove non-hybrids in the regu- 
lar lanes, Virginia got lower fuel con- 
sumption and increased air quality. 


If, however, they were carpool mem- 
bers, vehicle miles traveled actually 
increased. Though hybrids use less 
fuel and produce less pollution, one 
cannot pretend that converting car- 
pool members into hybrid drivers 
does not increase fuel consumption 
or decrease air quality.
